Washington, D. C.., April "2. — It Is 
probable that in the summer of 1915 
at the completion of the most stu- 
pendous work ever underttaken- by 
man, a ship-waterway connecting the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans at Pana- 
ma, there will be a great celebra- 
tion in Washington taking the form 
of an international fair and ex- 
position. The city of Washington, as- 
sisted by Senators and Represemta- 
tivecs from Maryland and Virginia 
and also to some extent favored by 
the eastiern states, attempted twen- 
ty shears ago to secure an internatitm- 
al exposition at rhe capital of the 
Unitad States, but after an/aiderable 
work bad been done, a powerful lobby 
of Chicagoans got the ear of Congress 
and calmly carried the big show to 
Chicago.

Twenty 
years ago Washington was little pre- 
pared for a grea* exfioaitlon such as 
have bten held often in 'Paris, twice 
in Vienna, in London, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, 8t.

Frankfort, Ky., April 4.— Judge R. L. 
Stout began the April tenm of the 
Circuit Court here today and created 
a sensation by giving explicit in- 
structions to the grand jury to make 
a full and oumplete Inveatlganion of 
the charges of bribery made against 
members of the Legislature recently. 
Id session. 

He told the grand jury that there 
was but one man more coatmepUble 
than a legislator wixo sells out his 
neighbors and friends by taking a 
bribe to vote against tbeln interests 
and wishes, and that is the man who 
gives the bribe. 

He said to the grand jurlors: 
'T don't want jtu to think this is 
a mere formal charge. I want you to 
make an earnest and fearless investi- 
gation of this alleged bnlliery, about 
which the State- press has been teem- 
ing for weeks. No particular legisla- 
tor baa ben named ata betng guiKy, 
but if there is any truth in these 
charges, I want you to fasten it on 
the ones who are guilty.” 

T'be scope of the investigation la 
untrammeled. The grand Jury can sum 
luon before H as witneasea all mem- 
bers of the General Aasembly, which 
adjourned sine die on Msuch 15; also 
the best known members of the “Thlri 
House," those who were identified 
by newspaper accounts with the 
operations of that extra-conskltutlon- 
al body, and who at no time have 
entered any denial of such connec- 
tion. 

When there iflret were rumors 
currenc concerning alleged wrong- 
ful use of money to influence legi.^- 
latlon Judge Stout was importuned 
to call a s|>eclal grand jury to in- 
vestigate the charges, but he refus- 
ed at the timo to do so, saying that 
he would instruct the April grand 
Jury to make all Inquiries into the 
matter. 

Now the matter Is In the hands 
of the twelve men who wrre im- 
paneled today and who sl-L for aisdays 
unless by au order of the court they 
alt longer. It is wUhin their power 
to summon witnesses from ail parts 
of the State and to inquire of tbe.-e 
witnesses on oath what each knows 
or has heard concerning the allega- 
Uors which have been given imb- 
llcity in the press or on the streets 
or anything which in any way will 
tend to help in ascertaining the truth 
or falsity of the charges. 

Id view of the fact that there re- 
cently has been a legislative in- 
quiry in New York, and that there 
has been a grand Jury inveistigatlon 
in Pittsburg, it is of interest to re- 
view the provisions of Kentucky law 
with respect to bribery.

However, the average farmer 
is not to stubborn minded as snme 
men seem to think, for be is usually 
willing to learn better ways than he 
has been practising, although be right 
ly asks for proof to sustain theory, 
says a writer in the New York Trib- 
une Farmer.

IV'hen our good friend 
Dr. Smead fed his first cow a i>eck 
dally of bran and meal until be turn* 
a good dairy cow Into mure or lees 
had beef he was a liberal feeder, .but 
he admits he was not a good one. 
One lesson taught him, while some 
have failed to learn as much from 
twenty, in a discussion following an 
Inatitute lecture one farmer said It 
didn’t make much difference what 
kind of grain the cows had if they 
only bad enough of It. I admit that 
a liberal quantity of moat any grain 
will give good results for a while, but 
those resulU will not be continuous 
unless the ration is balanced well 
enough to meet the needs of the 
cotv.

A Blow but Bure Poison Thot Is Usod 

by tho Javonooo. 

Tbe young sbuota of the bamboo are 
covered with a number of very. One 
balrs that are seen under tbe micro- 
scope to be hollow and spiked like 
bayonets. These baira are commonly 
called bamboo poison by the whlfn 
men resident in Java for the reasoc 
that murder Is frequently committed 
through their agency. 

When a Javanese woman takes a 
fancy to a European, according to an 
olBclal Dutch report, she will either 
have him or poison him If she gets tb* 
chance. She seeks any and every op- 
portunity of mixing theae Inflnlteslnial 
balls among bis food, and they serve 
tbe purpose of irritating tbe whole 
length of the alimentary canal and set- 
«iiig up malignant dysentery. It ma.v 
take a long time and many doses of 
this so called poison to effect the pur- 
pose, but the native woman does not 
tire, and death will surely result The 
male native will also try this method 
of revenge for an affront 

The planters know alt this and 
dread the bamboo hair, but It la sl- 
waya difficult to determine whether 
tbe dysentery la caused by the poison 
or comes about naturally. When a 
planter flnds himself a prey to attacks 
of that complaint hla beat course la to 
take a voyage to Europe.— I’earson’s 
Weekly.

BOILING TO DEATH 



Terrible Torture That Was Once the 
^ Law In England. 

■ In England during the reign of 
Henry Vlll. the public mind became 
greatly excited through several casea 
of poisoning, and parliament euacted 
a law making boiliug to death the pen- 
alty. This law was on the statute 
hooka about sixteen years, ft was 
made retroactive, so as to take in a 
roae that chiefly prompted Its enact- 
ment— that of Richard Itosse, other- 
wise Coke, the bishop of llocheater’a 
cook, who poisoned seventeen peraona, 
two of whom died. Coke waa boiled 
at Rochester. The infliction was at- 
tended with peculiar cruelty, aa Coke 
was put luto a caldron of cold water 
end gradually cooked to death. 

A few years later, in March, 1&12, a 
young woman named Margaret Davy 
was punished In a similar way on con- 
viction of poiaouiug. Tbe public was 
not satlsfled as to her guilt, and. not- 
withatandliig the comparatively alow 
travel of news in those days, the story 
of Margaret Davy’s trial and punish- 
ment soon spread through tbe king- 
uulversnl horror.

etomach is in the jowl. As the hng 
chews and roots he keeps the machine 
going that sends out the saliva to be 
mixed with the food, starting the pro- 
cess of digestion, and also furnishing 
the lining of the stomach with the 
fluids to finish the work of digestion. 

Hence when the jowl la cooked, a 
liberal amount of pepsin is extracted 
from it and mixed with the greens, 
which makes the latter easy for the 
human stomach to digest. Greens 
cooked with jowl do not hurt the 
stomach, but cooked with “middling 
meat are harder to digest. 

A person can eat a greater quantity 
of jowl without over taxing the stom- 
ach than of any other part of the 
hog. 

I believe that people who have weak 
lungs, caused by a bad stomach could 
be put right on the road to re- 
covery by using jowl meat freely. 

I have raised this quesiton to In- 
duce farmers, hog raisers and pork 
packers to save and smoke jowls and 
put them on the market, and ail I 
charge for this information is for ! 
each person who reads this that has 
two jowls is to bring me one, for 
I am fond of Jowl and greens.

31, the aeveral features of the new 
tariff law which did not go Into effect 
at Ita enactment became operative. 
Among other feature! waa the maxi- 
mum and minimum clause, and so 
efllcacloua was this new feature of our 
tariff law and ao diplomatic baa been 
our prealdent and atate department 
that it la quite likely that the maxi- 
mum ratea will not be applied to a 
single country. More than 100 proc- 
lamations have been signed by Presi- 
dent Taft granting the minimum ratea 
to various countries, including all the 
important commercial nations. 

This result is a distinct victory for 
and a vindication of the wisdom of the 
Republican leaders who framed the 
tariff bill and has secured (or this 
country the best possible rates for our 
exports Into foreign countries and at 
the same time has not In a single In- 
stance brought on a commercial war 
with any of these countries. It makes 
stronger than ever the statement made 
by President Taft and repeated by 
other Republican leaders, that the 
present tariff bill Is the best law we 
ever had. For not only have the new 
features which were engrafted Into 
the law been eminently succesaful, but 
the two greatest reasons for a pro- 
tective tariff, namely, revenue and pro- 
tection, have both come to us In sur- 
prising degrees.
